Housewives ran save money by 
buying canned fruits and vege­ 
tables, according to the National 
Canners Association. This state­ 
ment is based on the current 
release by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics which shows that the 
retail price of canned foods has 
increased the least of any food 
category reported. 
Each month since September 
1947, the consumer price index 
for canned fruits and vegetables 
has been the lowest of all the 
food items; this means that 
prices of these canned products 
have shown less increase over 
the prewar base period 1935-1939 
than other foods. The National 
Canners Association points out 
that this indicates the impor­ 
tant role that canned foods have 
played in holding down the cost 
of living. 
The index for canned fruit 
and vegetable prices on Decem­ 
ber 15 was 159 4. compared with 
an index of 205 for "all food." 
means that consumers had to 
pay $2.05 for the same amount 
and quality of all food items that 
cost $1.00 during the base period 
1935-1939. However, when the 
housewife bought canned fruits 
and vegetables, it cost her only 
$1.59 to buy the same amount 
and quality that cost $1 OO before 
the war. It is evident that can­ 
ned fruits and vegetables are the 
housewife’s best buy.
